"Among those, I would mention As- 


sembly Constitutional Amendment No. 
a, to confer certain powers upon the 
people relative to parks, streets, etc.; 
Assembly Constitutional Amendment 
No. 6, relative to charters of the cities 
of San Francisco and San Jose; vari- 
ous measures In relation to the in- 
surance situation as It exists in San 
Francisco; measures required to pro- 
cure revenue for state purposes which 
the great calamity in San Francisco 
has depleted; also the restoration, to 
Individuals, of their negotiable prop- 
erty such as stocks, bonds, certificates! 
o deposit, etc.; measures required to 
meet the present educational situation 
In San Francisco, San Jose and other 
portions of the state. 


REASONABLE ARGUMENT. 


"I am now, and have always been, 


In favor of as speedy transaction of 
the business of every session as 
reasonable and careful study of the 
measures submitted would permit.

"It IB unfair to the constituents of 
the various members for these matters 
to be done at such a speed that ab- 
solute accuracy may not be maintain- 
ed. 


"Every member should consider that 


he must subordinat- his private inter- 
ests to the public service or he should 
not have accepted the public trust 
Any member who does not take suffi- 
cient time to know the purpose ol 
every measure -which he votes upon 
Is derelict in his duty. 


JUDGMENT OF MEMHBERS. 


"The recommendation of a com- 


mltte may be accepted as to the con- 
stitutionality and the legal form of 
the proposed statute, but, whether the 
object sought will be accomplished 
should rest solely upon the Judgmenl 
of the member himself. Therefore, it 
should not be expected that a member 
can consider each subject off hand, 
but he should be permitted to take 
the reasonable length of time to make 
a critical examination.

ONE HUNDRED YEAR 


BILL IS PASSED. 


Special to THE TRIBUNE. 


SACRAMENTO, June ».—The Sen- 


ate passed the bill which allows the 
cities of San Jose and San Francisco 
to issue bonds to run one hundred 
years, by a practically 
unanimous 


vote. 


The principal objection to the meas- 
ure was made by Senator Mattos of 
Centerville, who held that the thought 
was repugnant to good business sense. 
One hundred years, he said, meant 
three generations. A child born yes- 
terday could become a man of three- 
score and ten years, die and still, bond* 
permitted under the proposed measure, 
would have thirty years more to run. 
That would be placing too much re- 
sponsibility upon posterity. 
At the 


meeting of the committee which dis- 
cussed the measure, the Idea of sixty 
years had been favored by some who 
had opposed the one hundred year 
plan. He thought that would be Ions; 
enough, but he was willing to make 
a concession and advance the period 
to seventy years. Senator Rowell of 
Fresno, he said, had agreed with him 
to reserve their right to vote against 
the measure. 
He, therefore, moved, 
as an amendment, that th* maximum 
limit of time for the bonds be fixed 
at seventy years. 
Senator Wolfe, of Saw Francisco, 


said that the permission to Issue bonds 
for one hundred years was to stand 
for only two years. The bill would be 
operative only Ban Jose and San 
Francisco, the only places which had 
asked to be Included under Its pro- 
visions. 
Besides, It did not follow 
that even 
If the bill should pass, 
these cities would Issue bonds for one 
hundred years. 
The bill mexje one 
hundred years the maximum limit and 
the life of the bonds could not ex- 
tend beynod that period, but they 
might be issued for any number of 
years under it which might be decided 
upon by the people. 
. 
Senator Shortrldge of San Jose said 
that he hoped the amendment would 
not prevail. San Jose's schools were 
In the dust and that city did not 
have money to rebuild them. 
This 


was because of the adoption of a char- 
ter which allowed the Issuance at 
bonds for only a few years. 
Senator Matte's amendment was lost 


and the bill was passed. Senator Mat- 
tos voting against It

The first bulletin was issued for the- 


period N of 
1800-1'JOl 
and 
was 
termed 
"Nutrition Investigations Among Fruit- 
| arians ami Chinese at the California Agri- 
| cultural 
Experimental 
Station." The 
second bulletin had this caption: "Further 
Investigations Among Fruitarians," and 
| covered the years 1901 and 1901:. 
These 


bulletins explained the labors of Professor 
M. E. Jaffa, in charge of the nutrition 
work of the department of agriculture of 
the university of California. 


The third bulletin, soon to be Issued, 


will bring the work down almost to the 
present time. 
It will deal particularly 


with a mixture of fruits and nuts as diet, 
and should be of wide interest to resi- 
dents of California. 
These 
nutrition 
investigations 
have 
been conducted on a cooperative plan, by 
which work hns been undertaken In nine- 
teen states and three territories, in which 
the government department of agricul - 
ture has been associated with experiment 
stations, agricultural colleges, universi- 
ties and other educational institutions 
and associations. 
In the past eight years the work haa 
developed very materially, both in scopo 
and 1n Importance of the 
results 
ob- 
tained. 
During this time about 200 dietary 
studies have been made and, uo to the 
present time, nearly 1000 experiments in 
which the digestibility of different foods 
was determined with healthy men under 
normal conditions. 
Of this number 104 


experiments were made here in the state 
university, under the direction of Pro- 
fessor Jaffa. 
His particular branch has 
been the nutritive qualities, of fruits and 
nuts, • or a combination o'f fruits 
and 


nuts, as appins and almonds, apples and 
peanuts, oranges and walnuts, peaches 
and almonds, prunes" and 'peanuts, and so 
on in lengthy variety. 
In other states other phases -of the 
.digestibility of . foodi:products have been 
in progress. 
In Tennessee dried legumes, 
such asl beans and peas, have been con- 
sidered; In Illinois meats, cooked in water 
or by dry heat, etc., have had snecial at- 
tention, while in Connecticut experiments 
relating to respiration, while sleeping or 
walking, on the digestive organs have 
been carried, forward. 


The public will be given the benefit of 
these many valuable experiments as soon 
as the bulletin appears.

If any company refuses to 


pay its share In the loss after a week, 
then it will be up to the pollcyholder 
to go after the company and have re- 
course to the courts If need be. Our 
bureau completes- Its work when

submits the findings of the adjusters

losses. We have "no authority to de- 
termine the liability of any company 
In any Icfss or to enforce payment of 
any claim. Our adjusters prepare for 
each company a report of their loss In 
a risk, and the 'company can then set- 
tle In Its own- way.
